The “turf investment company” operating under 
the style of E. J. Arnold & Co. has suspended pay- 
ment of its stock certificates on demand, and all 
sorts of rumors are rife as to its financial condition. 
Its officials claim that it is solvent and that the 
privilege of withdrawing money invested on de- 
mand has only been suspended temporarily because 
of a pending investigation by the legislature of 
Missouri. 

The affairs of this concern have probably been 
more carefully and conservatively managed than 
those of any other of the many operating on similar 
lines, but it and all of the so-called turf investment 
companies are bound to go to the wall in the long 
run because it is impossible to meet their extrava- 
gant promises and preposterous rates of guaran- 
teed dividends for any great length of time. 
People who invest in such concerns deserve to lose 
their money. Those who have been or may be able 
to withdraw their investments may well thank 
their lucky stars. The others will be the inevit- 
able victims left to mouru the demise of all got- 
rich-quick concerns. They have only their own 
fully. Ignorance and inordinate cupiaity to blame. 

Daily Bacing Form is unalterably opposed to 
such unhealthy parasites on racing and hae no hes- 
itation in declaring that it is impossible for them 
to carry out their professions. This is with the full 
knowledge that more than one concern has for a 
time seemed to transact a prosperous business. In 
the long run they will all break. The readers of 
this paper are warned to steer clear of them.

The St. Louie Republic of laet Saturday said : 
“Ad application for a receiver to take charge of the 
property of the Kinloch Jockey Club, which was to 
have been sold today, was ndade to Judge Johu- W. 
McElhinney of the Clayton Circuit Court yesterday 
by Joseph Sippy. The sale will not take place. 

“Mr. Sippy also asked that J. C. Kiskaddon, who 
was appointed trustee to succeed T. C. Colonious, 
be enjoined from selling the property at auction. 

“The Kinloch Jockey Club, Joseph D. Lucas, 
president; Philemon Chew, secretary and treas- 
urer; Edward Butler, Jr., vice-president, and Mary 
A, Kennedy and J. C. Kiskaddon, trustees, were 
made defendants, 

"In his petition, Sippy stated 'that Benjamin 
Quinn, L. Owen and Edmund F. Martin incor- 
porated the Kinloch Jockey Club .\ngnst 2, 1900. 
The capital stock was said to be $50,00“. After 
their organization they were succeeded by the 
officers nemed in the petition. Sixty shares of 
stock were sold to Edward and Lonis Lemp for $100 
a share, which Sippy afterward purchased. Not 
one cent was paid, the plaintiff alleges, on the re- 
maining 440 shares, with the exception of $5,C00 
contributed by Bntler. 

-‘Promissory notes amounting to $23,500 ware is- 
sued with Lucas and Chew as indorsers. To in- 
demnify themselves, the plaintiff alleges, they exe- 
cuted a deed of trust on the property, which they 
are now seeking to foreclose. The property con- 
sists of 135 acres of land with the improvements. 
The notes were made payable to Mary A. Kennedy, 

“The plaintiff alleges that the appointment of 
Kiskaddon as trustee was void, as the sheriff was 
the proper party to serve in the event of the ina- 
bility or failure of Colonious to do so. It was also 
alleged that the advertisement was irregular. The 
advertisement was inserted in a Clayton paper. It 
is claimed that it was arranged so as not to reach 
all the subscribers. 

“It was farther requested in the petition that the 
coart order the removal of Lneas and Chew as 
directors in the association; that the deed of trust 
be set aside and the note given to Mary A. Kennedy 
canceled.

I give you the strongest 
assurance that any accounts you intrust to the Riley Grannan Company will be played on 
the best selections that money and brains can secure, and that you will get the squarest 
run for your money that has ever been given to anybody in racing. This being my 
original venture in this department of the game, you will readily understand what success 
or failure means to me. I have a reputation to sustain and if I did not think I could sus- 
tain it and improve upon it, I would not now be addressing you. 

Here are a few additional particulars that have bearing on the plans of the Riley 
Grannan Company. 

The charge for placing your money will be five per cent, of the net weekly profits. 
Selections will be mailed to subscribers for whom w’e place money before the races are run. 

Racing enthusiasts who are in a position to operate their own money can have the 
information wired to them every day at noon for $10 per day. The rate is made higher for 
those who play their own money for the reason that it is necessary to keep the information 
as exclusive as possible, and to prevent piracy. All telegrams sent at cost of subscribers. 

Make all remittances payable to the Riley Grannon Company. Remit money by ex- 
press, money order, post office money order or certified check if possible. Register your 
mail when you send cash.
